shalbe payed out of the goods, Lands, Tene- 
ments, and Hereditaments of the ſaid New- 
ters, and Encmies reſpe&inely , before any 
other publicke charge be anſwered therour, 

32. Item, it is ordered and eſtablished,that 
no Sou'dier , or other perſon , without Com- 
maund from the County-Councell , Shall 
meddle with the-Gaods, or Lands of New- 
ters, or Encmyes, 

33. Item, itis ordered and eſtablished,that 
to preuent the ſpringing vp of all Nationall 
lifinaions » the Oath of Aſſociation, or 
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Vnion be taken folemnely , after Confeſſion 
and receauing of the ry. ger in the Pa- 
rist+Churches throughout the Kingdome 4 
and che names of all Perſons of ranke and 
quality in cuery parish, who takes the fame, 
be enrolled in Parchmeat , and be returned, 
kgned and ſealed by the Parish Priett, to the 
Ordinaryot every Dioceſle, who is to keep 
the ſame in his Treaſury , and to certific a 
coppy therot vnder (cate to the Merropolt 
ay who is to keep that , and to certify a true 

oppy therof vader his Metropolitan Scale 
rothe Rolles of the Kingdome , where the 
lame is ro be carolled.
